Biiitle the statement earlier except for 
the advice of his counsel, he says the 
views he now expresses he has always 
entertained. 
He declines to accept 


tha suggestion o£ some newspapers tc 
raise a fund for the defense of his son, 
earing: "I should not allow pride to 
prevent me from accepting such as- 
sistance it it were needed, for the rea- 
son that I shoukl not myseif hesitate 
to ofrer it to any person who needed 
it; and 1 should never be ashamed to 
receive what I should not be ashamed 
to offer. 
But 1 owe no man a dollar, 


and J neither neofi nor desire any as- 
sistance o£ such a character. 


"I 
feel, arid am, amply able in 


health, strength and; in tha 
cOXifage 


natural to a ma£; to sustain all the 
burdens that. God has placed upon me 
until He will it otherwise. 
I am rich 


in the firm belief in the justice of Al- 
mighty God, in the devoted love and 
comfort of a noble wite, my Sons and 
their wives all united, all certain hi 
the innocence of Roland B. Molloeux 
and certain that it will be found so 
in time. 
I need for myself no other 


assistance and no other comfort or 
support- 
But for my household I dc 


nectj a ad I do appeal for the support 
of the prayers of all those of every 
denomination and of every faith who, 
like myself, feel that my son is inno- 
cent arid the victim of an unjust per- 
secution. -I appeal, moreover, to every 
roan who is a man to respect the sanc- 
tity oi the grief of ray afflicted wif> 
and my sorely afflicted daughter and 
my daughter-in-law by her • marriage 
to ray eon,'Blanche Chesbrough Moii- 
neux. In their behalf, ray friends,.gal- 
lant comrades of the Grand Army oi 
the Republic, gallant soldiers of the 
Confederacy, 
late 
foes 
but now 


friends, as well as all others who re- 
sent injustice and revere womanhood. 
I ask you to assist tnem during my 
struss'e in the front lines of defense 
of those, my best earthly blessings." 
General Molineux then tells how he 
has found, his son innocently asleep 
in his cell, and upon waking: him, he 
(Roland) would ask for "Blanche and 
mother." Continuing he says: "Like 
his father, he had not been faultless, 
but he has also had much of the better 
and the kindlier nature of'his mother. 
He, a. degenerate and a vicious person? 
It is Impossible and absurd." He se- 
verely criticises certain acts of the 
prosecution, and inconclusibn declares 
his sou Roland is innocent. 


Slollncux Sentenced. 


New York, Feb. 17.—Roland B. Moli- 


neux was sentenced to die in Sing 
Sins prison daring the week of March 
26 for the murder of Mis. Katherino J. 
Adams,. He inade a statement assert- 
ing that he had not been fairly con- 
victed and that "yellow Journalism" 
bad put a price on his head. "1 de- 
nounce and despise," he said, "the act 
of the district attorney in attempting 
to Tllllty the reputation of the pure 
End-lovely woman who bears mynanie. 
.It was the act of a blackguard and a 
villainous Ha. Now, your honor, (to 
the recorder), I am prepared tor sen- 
tence. I am not afraid.-"

OHIO LEGISLATURE. 


A Number of New Measures -Itoiinelud 


In Both Branches: 


Columbus, 0., Feb. 17.—A number 


of 
bills were introduced in both 


bj'a&ehes oi he legislature before the 
•weekly adjournment. 
Over 40 *illa 


were launched in the house. 


Mr. Allen, of Fulton, introduced & 


bill to raise the affe of consent from 
16 to IS years. 


Bills by Mr. Heywood authorise an 


appropriation of $100,000 lor the erec- 
tion of a law building and $125,809 for 
a building for the department of phy- 
sics at the Ohio State university; and 
another seeks 
to amend the 
in- 


heritance laws so as to 
give half- 


brothers and half-sisters an ea.ua! in- 
terest with full brothers and sisters 
In the division of estates.- 


Mr. Bartlow introduced a bill to pro- 


vide for mechanics' liens upon chattel 
property for labor and materials fur- 
nished and providing for the sale tot 
the same it not paid for within 50 
days, upon 10 days' notice to the owner 
and advertisement of sale. The holder 
of the lien may purchase the property. 


A bill by Mr. Bell, of Licking re^ 


guires that mutual life insurance com- 
panies shall not be organized with less 
than 5500,000, subscribed by not less 
tliaa 200 persons, and to require the 
maintenance of solvency according tc 
what are known as the "combined ex- 
perience tables." 


Mr. Arthur of Union presented a bill 


to require assessors to take -A census 
of soldiers in the war of 1812, the re- 
bellion and the war with Spain, to be 
kept on record in the office of the coun- 
ty auditor for reference. 


Senate Proceedings. 


In the senate Mr. Williams, intro- 


duced a bill intended to ..enable an up- 
per county to compel a lower one tc 
carry on the ditching it constructs to 
drain its territory. 


Senator Sieber introduced a bill in- 


tended to prevent double taxation oi 
stoefe of forsi£n corporations doing 
business in Ohio. 
It provides that 


where all the property of such foreign 
corporation is in Ohio and is taxed un- 
der Ohio laws, the owners of the stock 
need not list the stock for taxation. 


Senator Marchant introduced a bill 


intended to make definite and certain 
the life of real estate mortgages. It 
fixes their life at 15 years', in case 
there are no endorsements on it 
showing recognition of it'by the mort- 
gagor in the meantime, 
<ut provides 


that in case there are endorsements, 
and these are recorded on the mort- 
gage as well as the note it secures, 
the life of the- mortgage shall bo ex- 
tended 15 years from the date of that 
endorsement.
